! FRENCH ARE IN CONTROL 


(By Associated Press) 


COBLENZ, 
Aug. 30. — French 


troops are in complete control of the 
situation at Ludwigshafen, where an 
attempt to establish an independent 
republic in the Palatinate appears to 
have come to a head early yesterday. 
According to German newspapers, a 
number of adherents of Dr. Haas, of 
Landau, attacked the postofflce at 
Ludwigshafen and after a four hours' 
fight succeeded in overpowering the 
resistance of postofflce officials. 


Two persons are reported to have 


been kilted during the fighting 


The movement for a Palatinate re- 


public has been planner for some 
time, under the leadership of Dr. 
Haas, the schsme not being related 
to that of Dr. H A Dorten, of Bonn, 
who headed the agitation for the cre- 
ation of the Rhenish republic last 
June. The followers of Dr. Haas are 
seeking to make the Palatinate inde- 
pendent from Prussia. They are also 
accused of desiring to sever the Pal- 
atinate entirely from Germany. 


A Berlin dispatch received Satur- 
day night stated that Frenchmen in 
the garb of civilians had promoted 
an insurrection at Ludwigshafen, the 
dispatch quoting a telegram to the 
Lokal Anzeiger to that effect 
The 
attack on the postofflce was said to 
hare been made for the purpose of 
telegraphing abroad the news of the 
"ttablishment of the republic.

Twelve hundred Tennessee national 
guards were patrolling the streets 
here today, ready to quell any re- 
newed attempts at race rioting, 
which resulted in the death of seven 
and the wounding of scores during 
Saturday night and Sunday. 
Troops are distributed at eighteen 
points throughout the city and ma- 
chine guns have been placed in posi- 
tions where they could rakft streets 
should it become necessary. The 
rioting following the storming of the 
Jail by a mob which was after a ne- 
gro charged with murdering Mrs. 
Bertie Lindsay 
Hardware stores and pawn shops 


were looted of firearms Windows 
were smashed, doors demolished and 
the places ransacked 
The Jail ana 
sheriff's residence were stormed by 
a mob about a thousand strong Sat- 
urday 
night 
Sporadic disorders 


broke out again yesterday and con- 
tinued for several hours 
Two ne- 


groes and one white man were 
wounded yesterday In renewal of the 
rioting. 
Special police and deputies under 


Police Chief Haynes, supplemented 
by reserves, were co-operating with 
the soldiers. 
A special session of tne grand Jury 
has been called for Wednesday to 
probe the rioting. 
Today's parade of union labor was 


called off. All candidates for city 
offices who have been campaigning 
during the past few weeks, nave can- 
celled their speaking engagements 
for today. Police were compiling an 
accurate list of dead and injured 
Lieut James W. Payne, of Provi- 
dence, Ky, who had directed the 
machine gun fire early Sunday morn- 
ing, and Private Jete Henderson, 
were among those killed. 
Many bodies of negroes were re- 
moved during the rioting by relatives 
and friends and an accurate list of 
negro dead is difficult to obtain 
More than two score whites were 


injured 
Earl Lindsay, husband of Mrs. Ber- 


tie Lindsay, of Akron, Ohio, the wo- 
man whose death was the cause of 
the rioting arrived this morning. 
Maurice Maves, the negro 
charged 


with killing Mrs Lindsay, has been 
positively identified by Miss Ora 
Smyth, a cousin of the dead woman 
and is in Jail at Chattanooga.

Japan feinted with racial equality at Ver- 


sailles and, while Mr. Wilson was dodging that 
got away with Shantung. That was a rich piece 
of loot, but it Avas only the beginning of what 
Nippon will get out of China before she is 
through, and when the subjugation of China is 
complete—as it will be if Japan have unmolested 
course—the action of the American peace dele- 
gation at Versailles can fairly be blamed for it. 
A protest lodged and fought. for would have 
kept America in position for the future. But it 
is not yet too late for the senate to save the honor 
and prestige of this land. 


Ten thousand miles of riding and thirty days 


of campaigning will not bring clown the cost of 
living and it will hardly influence the people of 
the invaded states to sob with longing for the 
blessings of the covenant, but if the experience 
doesn't teach-Mr. Wilson something to his ad- 
vantage it will be his second appeal within a 
year that has brought a lesson he could not learn. 
Just before the congressional elections last fall 
he staked his hope on the delusion that to get 
what he wanted needed only tnat he should de 
mand it. The answer was not what he especled, 
but it was conclusive enough to havt taught him 
something, though evidently it did not. 


The wage demands of the railway brother- 


hoods, now held in abeyance but certain to be 
put forward at an early date, will add directly 
to the payrolls of the railroads about eight hun- 
dred million dollars. 
This sum would be in- 


creased to about a billion and a quarter by the 
customary overtime charges. The railroads are 
now 
running behind hundreds 
of millions, 


though freight and passenger rates have been ad- 
vanced greatly to meet the wage increases. 
Whence is to come the additional revenue to 
meet the new demands? Kates must go up fur- 
ther, for railroads have no/ revenues save in what 
they are paid for the ^service they render— 
though of course under federal control the pub- 
lic exchequer can be drained, as for almost two 
years it has been, to make up the deficit. The 
cost of living for one-hundred and eight millions 
of people not sharing in the benefits of railroad 
wage increases but footing the bill for them will 
not come down under this process. Only effi- 
cient management can pay good wages out -of 
earnings and efficient management and federal 
control are opposite conditions. 


WOULD BENEFIT BOTH WAYS. 


If there can be assured prospect that govern- 


ment use of the Irene Byron tuberculosis hos- 
pital here will continue for at least a reasonable 
term of years there would seem to be no reason 
why the county should not provide the means 
to enlarge the accommodations of the institution 
so that the arrangement can be made. It is be- 
yond question the fact that sooner of later the 
hospital will have to be expanded to meet our 
own need of it. If the government proposes to 
become its patron for a considerable period, 
•what is paid for that occupation of it will at 
length discharge the expenditure necessary for 
enlargements and leave the county with the ex- 
panded hospital in hand at no cost to the tax- 
payers. 
Out of this would come the. two-fold 


benefit of an institution offering all needed 
capacity to take care of our own patients and of 
affording a refuge for service men, whose claim 
to attention cannot be ignored. The plans for 
the sanitarium contemplate the additions sooner 
or later that acceptance of the government's 
proposal would require at once. The benefit to 
the county would be immediate, for the military 
patients would immediately have the effect to 
lower the overhead expense that just now is high 
and the reimbursement of the county for its ad- 
ditional investment vtnild begin at once.

to whom they could have carried the assurance 
and comfort of the Great Apostle of the League. 
A pity it is the thing wasn't thought of and car- 
ried out—though perhaps it was and not carried 
out. 
The democracy of the heaviest artillery of 


the delegation does not appear to have made strong 
appeal to nor commanded lively respect of its 
fellowship and brotherhood in the committee and 
doubtless the same is true of'the president of 
the United States. 
At all events, there was 


neither welcome nor hearing for them among the 
cohorts of the league. Perhaps the morning organ, 
being duly commissioned and sealed to speak 
ex-cathedra for the Irish, and having an inspired, 
unhesitating, undeviating voice for the league can 
explain how this is.

f HE DAY AND THE TIMES. 


Never in the history of this holiday has it 


come in a time so distracted and torn with indus- 
trial trouble. Labor day this year finds strikes 
in every part of the country, with greater up- 
heavels brewing and vastly worse conditions 
threatened. It is an evil ferment. The world 
has just, emerged frftm the greatest and most de- 
structive war of all time and of everything the 
world today stands in need there is not enough. 
The costs of living here and everywhere are as 
a consequence at unprecedented levels. Every 
interference with production, every trammel 
upon distribution, every obstruction to commerce 
can have no effect but to give fresh impulse to the 
ascent of prices. 


In this country a widespread strike in the 


steel and iron industry threatens to inflict prac- 
tically all industry save agriculture with a 
paralysis from which everybody will suffer. 
Farther in the foreground looms the dire possi- 
bilities of a general railway strike that once 
launched can spell but calamity for every interest 
and every person. No living head in the* land can 
wholly escape some touch of that blight. 
A 


fortnight's tie-up of transportation will see the 
county stricken to idleness, hunger stalking 
through the land and disorder fomenting on every 
side. This is no picture conjured by idle fancy. 
The railroads must keep things moving or there 
can be neither work nor wages, neither food nor 
fuel, and starving, freezing millions will create 
a ferment out of which anarchy will not be slow 
to rise hideously. There can be no temporizing 
with the questiop of transportation or no trans- 
portation. 


, Everybody suffers from abnormal conditions. 


Labor—meaning, that is, the unions—is suffering 
no more' than other classes and varieties of 
humans who earn what they must have to live 
and much less than most of them. 
Striking 


to advance wages or to impose conditions simply 
serves to make evil conditions more acute. The 
need is to find the way to make the cost of living 
more tolerable and the means by which alone 
that can be done is to increase production of 
everything whereof there is a shortage in the 
world. Drives against profiteers and profiteer- 
ing may here and there effect some relief, but it 
will be neither general nor great in degree. 
There can be no thorough relief in which every- 
body may share until something like normal con- 
ditions are restored and nothing will contribute 
so much to that consummation as that everybody 


dll remain at work, do his best and permit on 


every hand that the best be done. 


It is a time for all labor everywhere—or- 


ganized and unorganized, manual toilers and 
brain workers, every sort upon whose effort de- 
pends in some measure the moving of the essen- 
tial affairs of the world—to keep a clear head, a 
stout heart and a spirit of readiness to work 
together and steadfastly until il has at length 
worked out the problem of the times. Bolshe- 
vism, socialism or any ism, cult or lunacy will not 
overcome the world's shortage of necessaries. 
Only work can do that and the more there are 
who will stick to the job of producing the sooner 
will shortage be overcome and conditions re- 
duced to normal. Wild-eyed radicalism will not 
add a peck of grain nor a pound of beef to the 
world's short store. The steadfast industry of 
all everywhere who are able to produce some- 
thing needed can pull this old world out of the 
hole and by no fore* other can it be done.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—A wom- 


an whom big business concerns are 
willing to pay $50 a day as an ex- 
pert in solving labor problems, to 
whom labor unions are willing to 
listen, and who is a confidante of 
newsboys and telephone operators, 
should be of some use in straighten- 
ing out that tangle of excited self- 
interest' and^mutual misunderstand- 
ing known as the labor problem. 


Such a person evidently has in 


some degree the respect and confi- 
dence of all parties to the controversy 
of the employers, the unions and in- 
dividual workers who are without 
organized protection. 


Such a person is Mrs. Anna T. 


Reed, head of the Junior Section of 
the United States Employment Serv- 
ice who is now engaged in organiz- 
ing 
in various 
American 
cities 


branches of the employment service 
which are to wor-k in connection with 
the public school systems. 
Their 


primary and immediate purpose is to 
find satisfactory jobs for young men 
and women just out of school. 
Their 


secondary 
and more 
constructive 


purpose is to help the schools find 
out how to make education more of a 
real preparation for work than It 
generally is at present. 


This is to be a service to employ- 


ers as much as to workers. In Mrs. 
Reed's owJi words, she intends to 
"tie up tha source of labor with the 
agencies that place and use it," and 
"to see how education functions out- 
side of the schoolroom." 


She has been in employment and 


educational work for many years, 
and may be said to have made a life 
study of the relations between these 
two factors 
in our 
national life, 


which should be friends and part- 
ners, but as a matter of fact seldom 
see each other. 
Mrs. Reed, through 


her junior departments, intends to 
Introduce them to each other and to 
see if they can't be induced to work 
in harmoi.y. 


According to Mrs. Reed's explana- 


tion, the trouble is not so much that 
the schools teach the wiong subjects 


ones which are of no use to the 


pupil in after 
life-—although they 


often 
do that. 
Thf> fundamental 


trouble is that the school usually has 
the wrong viewpoint, and is not able 
to recognize and develop good in- 
dustrial material when it gets it. 


To illustrate this, Mrs. Reed told of 


a study she once made of several 
thousand newsboys, who were mak- 
ing their own living and going to 
school at the same time. She asked 
each boy's teacher for an opinion 
of his character and ability, and 
asked the same questions of the 
wholesalers of newspapers and others 
with whom the boy came in contact 
in a business way. In a surprising 
number of cases the opinions were 
in conflict. 
The prize scholar and 


teacher's pet was often a failure at 
selling extras and did not command 
the respect of his business connec- 
tions and competitors. On the other 
hand, a good aggressive little street 
merchant was often a scapegoat in 
the schoolroom. 


"Has too much self-confidence, and 


is unruly. Would be Detter off out 
of school," was the repoit that a 
teacher made on one boy. 


The man from'whom this same boy 


bought his papers told Mrs. Reed 
that "the little chap must be given a 
chance to get a good education. He 
has real business ability." 


That incident tells more abaut 


modern education than many long 
books on the subject. 


Mrs Reed believes that school very 


t-eldorn doe«; much good for the ex- 
ceptional 
youth. 
The mediocrity 


gets along wqll enough, but the un- 
usually energetic pupil finds outlets 
for his eneipy that meet with the 
teacher's disapproval, and the tal- 
ented youngster is bored by his dry 
lessons. 
If his parents are wealthy 


or well-to-do, he may be taken out 
of school and educated bv tutors or 
Kent to some special institution. But 
if he is poor, as about 98 per cent of 
all youngsters are. this. Unutual one

Mis Reed has verified this fact by 


btudvlng reform schools 
She bays 


that about 60 per cent of the inmates 
aie mental defectives and about 40 
per cent aie gifted 
individuals—- 


above the average in mental endow- 
ment and genet ally having some spe- 
cial talent, such nt music, drawing, 
expression, or invention. This tal- 
ented youth often is altlioted with 
some nervous or mental trouble. Put 
he Is none-the-less an Individual who 
could be made valuable to society if 
properly handled. 
Oui school sys- 


tem throws the idiots and the gen- 
iuses into the same discard 


Mis. Reed believes that this prob- 


lem will eventually be solved by pro- 
viding special classes for the excep- 
tional children. 
Some minor at- 
tempts along- this line have 


made in this country, and it is done 
successfully in France and Germany. 
In those countries a youth showing 
artistic gifts, for instf -nee, is immedi- 
ately placed in a *^jcial class where 
he has q, chance to develop them. 


In this country, the problem of the 


exceptional youth is for the future. 
We must do the broom and shovel 


i wnrk before we go in for decorations. 
| The immediate need is to train the 
average child to do his work in the 
world and then to help, him find that 
work. 
We must eliminate the im- 


mense waste of human power which 
is caused l»y creating misfits. 


This work the local bureaus of the 


junior section propose to do. 
Nine 


junior sections have been established 
already in Washington, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Pitts- 
burgh, Providence and Cleveland, 
and a state bureau in Indiana. In 
«ach of these a man, usually an asso- 
ciate superintendent of schools, is 
placed in charge. 
He has several 


assistants, one of whom is usually a 
business man. This bureau takes In 
hand each boy or girl leaving school, 
studies his record, his needs and his 
abilities, and helps him to find a job. 
If the youngster needs more school- 
ing, an effort is made to persuade 
him or enable him to stay in school. 
And interest in him does not end 
when he has been landed in a job. 
Follow-up work is a regular part of 
the bureau's duties, so that the indi- 
vidual is not abandoned until he has 
really found work for which he is 
fitted. 


This work will not only help boys 


and girls to find jobs, and employers 
to find labor, but it will help the ed- 
ucators to find out what is the mat- 
ter with education. 


Mrs. 
Reed has ^personally aided in 


the oiganization \of each of these 
bureaus. 
She is still spending her 


days working in the Washington 
local bureau. At 4:30, when the bu- 
reau closes, she calls in a new corps 
of stenographers and begins her work 
as head of the national organization. 
All of this she does> for a salary 
which is a fraction of standing offers 
she has received from business con- 
cerns. She says that she has earned 
good money in the past, that her 
needs are few, and that she is willing 
to make the financial sacrifice for the 
sake of being at the head of a na- 
tional undertaking. She is a middle- 
aged woman with gray hair, a clear 
eye, and a long resolute jaw. She is 
agreeably free of the sentimentality 
which gums up the efforts of so many 
lady-uplifters. She has worked as a 
teacher and efficiency expert in many 
different parts of the United States. 
When a number of minimum wage 
laws were passed in western states, 
Mrs. Reed acted as a consulting ex- 
pert in helping manufacturers to ad- 
just their businesses to increased sal- 
aiy scales. Her method was to elim- 
inate all employes who could not be 
made efficient enough to earn the 
higher wage. These inefficients were 
located in easier jobs. 


Mrs. Reed's work is being watched 


with special interest here, because 
it looks as though she might help to 
save the employment service from 
the prejudices which have arisen 
against it. It is a generally acknowl- 
edged fact that the 
employment 


service did most useful work during 
the was, both for labor and for em- 
ployers. It demonstrated that a na- 
tional agency of that kind can per- 
form an important function. 
It is 


also well known that of late the em- 
ployment service has gotten in bad 
with the employers. 
They have 


charged in substance that it is a 
tool of the unions and that parlor 
bolshevists have found access to its 
staff. 


Whether these charges are true or 


not, 
they have tended to weaken the 


confidence of employers in the em- 
ploymnt service, and it is vital to 
the success of such an organization 
that it should have the confidence of 
both capital and labor. 


As a result of the opposition It 


stirred up, the employment service 
almost went out of existence. It was 
saved from oblivion by an appropri- 
ation of $400,000, which was much 
less than it needeed. 
Part of this 


money is being usod in organizing 
the junior -section, and it seems piob- 
able that this particular effort will 
meet with the approval of employers 
as ucll a.s of labor. 


Mis Reed has no heavy baggage of 


theory. She does not aim to change 
the social order. 
She believes that 


to be effective her work must take 
into account the empJoyei's point 
of view as much as that of the la- 
borer. 
She behoves that a part of 


our labor supply is being wasted at 
the source, through clumsv handling 
of school children, that this waste 
falls upon employei, worker and the 
public alike, and that it can be elim- 
inated. 
The junior section has many ap- 


plications for local bureaus, but it 
cannot organize any more of them 
with the funds on hand, unless the 
city la willing to pay all expenses.

The 
doughty California!! promoter has se- 
cured enough pledges to assure—if the 
pledges arc kept—that the race meet 
over the California border will be first 
class in every respect. 


The fights are to be added attrac- 


tions for the racing crowd. One of Cof- 
froth's aims is to put on, soon after 
the opening of the racing season, a. bout 
between Benny Leonard and the most 
formidable of the lightweight contend- 
ers.

opinion elects to meet him. If Coffroth 
harkens to the opinion around California 
parts then the Dempsey foeman will be 
none other than Willie Meehan the roly- 
poly heavyweight of San Francisco. 


Ever since Dempsey whipped J«ss 


Willard this Meehan boy has been yelling 
for a fight. He' reiterates that he has 
"something" on Dempsey; 
that Jack 


may be able to whip ail the fighters tn 
the world with one hand tied behind his 
back but he can't whip me with both." 
And, 
though the bulk of westerners ac- 


claim Dempsey the greatest warrior of 
them all, there are some who think that 
Meehan could give Jack a real tussel. 


It was Meehan who won a four round

"Day at St. Elizabeth's? 
(By Frederick J Haskm)

ST. ELIZABETH'S HOSPITAL, D 


C, Sept 1 —This is the home of 
nearly four thousand men and women 
who were unable to adjust themsehes 
to the I complicated machine called 
ohili/ation 


Each of us goes thiough a stiuprtrle 


moie 01 les^ bitter and haul in leain- 
ing to adjust his mind and bod\ and 
Intsmcts to Urn haul bh( 11 of law 
and custom 
Manv of u-n at borne 


time or other ha\e felt that the 
snuggle might be a losing one 


HOP aie the ones \Uio lost, and 


ha\e been sent b\ societv to ->nend 
pan or all of their lues in a little 
woild of Ricen tiees and giass uid 
cool ijiiiel buildings—a meiuful world 
\Umli is adjusted to their needs, as 
tlii'v lia\e failed to adjust themselves 
to the needs of the world outside 


That is what a modern Insane asy- 


lum is—a refuge for the ones that 
didn't fit And St Elizabeth's hos- 
pital the great goveinment Insane 
ass lum, is generally conceded to be 
the best of its kind in the United 
States 


During the war the government 


asvlum had a hard time 
It was 


o\etcrowded with men driven crazy 
by the shock and strain of war 
At 


the same time not enough attendants 
and physicians could be hired at the 
salaries which congiess allowed to be 
paid 
It is hard enough to handle a 


great crowd of demented men and 
women when all facilities are ade-' 
quate. When both space and compe- 
tent help are short, the situation is 
inevitably a distressing one. 


St 
Elizabeth's is now emerging 


triumphantly from Its war timd trou- 
bles 
The pay of its attendants has 


been raised, its staff of physicians In- 
creased, and, at the same time, the 
number of patients has declined 


St. Elizabeth's hospital is a park 


of several hundred acres with a score 
of led brick buildings scattered about 
among the trees 
A large percentage 


of the patients are to be seen work- 
Ing, 
walking or playing games about 


these grounds. 
Every type of hu- 


manity Is represented here, from a 
negro laborer to brilliant lawyers and 
doctors who made reputations before 
their brains and nerves gave way. 
All of them look and act very much 
like other people 
Those who are 


wholly dependent upon the govern- 
ment for support wear soft shirts and 
rough trousers 
Those who have in- 


comes of their own are well and even 
fashionably dressed, and there are 
many army and navy officers In uni- 
form. They go about their work and 
play with skill and interest 
You 


must watch them closely to see that 
they are not normal men. 


Indeed, the dominant Impression 


which one receives of the whole in- 
stitution is one of surprising order, 
quiet and good cheer 
Even in se- 


vere cases, the frenzy and violence 
which are associated with insanity in 
the popular imagination, are of rare 
occuirence 
An insane man can no 


more be eicited continuously than 
can a sane man. His tissues would 
not stand the strain. 


Violence^ there is, of course. Sui- 


cide on the pait of patients is a thing 
always guarded against, and which 
rather frequently happens, despite all 
that can be done to prevent it 
A 


patient, for example, suddenly climbed 
onto a chair and threw himself off 
backward, breaking his neck. 
An- 


other 
suddenly thrust his 
head 


through a window, and then sawed 
his jugular vein In two by a single 
movement against the broken glass. 


But these men were not in logical 


revolt against a condition of existence 
which they found intolerable; they 
were simply m temporary irrational 
states. If their attempts at suicide 
had failed, each might have been 
cheerful next day. 


In one ward a good-looking young 


man sat reading a magazine. The 
whole top of his head was bandaged 
None-the-less, he looked cheerful and 
well satisfied with himself 


"Good Morning Doctor," he called 


out. 


"How's the head?" inquired the 


doctor. 


"Take a look at It," suggested the 


patient. 


A nurse undid the bandage, reveal- 


ing two hideous scalp wounds. The 
man had inflicted these upon him- 
self by charging headlong into an 
iron grating with the object of knock- 
yig his brains out. He had not prop- 
erly calculated the strength of his 
skull 


"You made a dirty job ot that," re- 


marked the doctor. 


"An 
incomplete job, anyway," 


agreed the patient with a grin. He 
appeared to be a very intelligent 
young man, self possessed, 
affable, 


and not at all embarrassed over his 
conduct. 


This man lives in one of the more 


modern buildings, in a ward devoted 
to cases which are generally quiet. 
There is a long wide hall, made all 
of glass on one side, with a row of 
potted ferns by the windows. On the 
other side of this hallway are neat 
little rooms, well furnished like the 
cheaper rooms in a first-rate hotel 
At the end of the corridor is a big 
semi-circular room, all one big bay 
window, 
delightfully 
sunny, with 


plants growing in tubs, tables littered 
with books and magazines, comfort- 
able chairs. It Is like the lounging 
room of a gentlemen's club Here the 
patients spend their time when not 
out doors 
Several of them were 


lounging about, reading and talking 
They paid no attemon to the^vis- 
itors beyond an occasional glance and 
nod 
None of them looked disturbed, 


and few even depressed 


This is not an attempt to white 


wash the Institution It is a careful 
record of a layman's I mpresslons 
And it must be said that the insane 
do not seem to be, on the whole, any 
moie troubled or any more disturbed 
th in those on the other hide of the 
Inarli bnrk wall who are called sane 
Out in the struggle for hfe^ doubt- 
less most of these would ha\e been 
miserable, but in their own little 
\\ in Id most of them are at ease. 


Hero and there is a case notably 


depiosbed—a \oung man, for ex- 
ample, suffering from Katatonic de- 
mentia praecox, who sits all daj long 
stuini? bianklj at nothing and never 
moving 
HH lingeis and w lists are 


blue, showing: poor circulation 
He 


seems unawaie of the doctor's pres- 
ence, even \vhen the latter puts an 
arm about his shoulders 
There is 


something the matter with this man's 
brain, which deprives him of all nor- 
mal reaction to his environment 
Science does not know what is is He 
is as much a mystery to the doctors 
as to vou and me He may spend all 
his life sitting there, helpless and 
apathetic 
Or he may recover, wholly 


or in part 
Theie is nothing to do 


but make him comfortable and leave 
him alone. 


And there are some men who suffer 


from tormenting delusions 
Here, for 


example, is a great hulking fellow 
who sits looking suspiciously at his 
feet, which are bars, for he refuses 
to wear either shoes or socks 
Every 


little while he cries softly, "Get 
away'" There Is a long silence, and 
then again, "Get away!" 
He does 


notshriek it. There is no uitterness 
in his tone He speaks as one might 
speak to an annoying child or a too 
playful puppy 
He has lived so long 


with these tormenting creatures ot 
his sick brain that they are almost 
commonplace to him. 


But these disturbed ones are few 


For the most part the so-called crazy 
men sit about and read or talk, yawn 
and smile like other humans 
There 


is nothing- of the caged beast about 
them, nor yet of the raving maniac. 


Even the disturbed ward is remark- 


ably free of real disturbance It has 
also one of the great semi-circular as- 
sembly rooms at the end of a long 
corridor with dormitories on either 
side Outside the assembly room is a 
wide veranda, like any other veranda, 
except that it has a screen of heavy 
wire, like a zoo cage 
Once in a while i 


a patient gets excited and begins 
climbing around on this wire like a 
monkey, and it must be strong enough 
to hold him. 


A few of the Inmates of this place 


have a look of hopeless dementia, but 
most of them are merely childish and 
frolicsome 
They sing, whistle, call 


each other names, munch apples and 
cookies, and behave generally like a 
lot of bad boys in school when the 
teacher's back is turned. 


There is an old sailor In uniform 


who vears always a knowing \nd self 
sa*isned grin. He has a great secret 
He thinks he Is an important man, 
dangerous to those in power, and they 
have put him here to keep him out 
of the way. But its not such a bad 
placo to be, and he has the goods on 
them, and sometime he is going to 
spring something. He tells you about 
it with a happy chuckle 


A big blond boy approaches him 


anct begins calling him names and 
challenging him to fight 


"I'll beat h—11 out of you," he 


threatens 


"Ah gwan," says the sailor sweetly, 


"you couldn't beat a drum." 


Finally they square off for a fight, 


but decide to dance a jig instead, and 
after jigging for a while, sailor fash- 
ion, 
they sit down to rest, wearing 


expressions of beatific and childish 
contentment 


Theie is one old man in this ward 


who lies on his back all day, reading 
the financial columns in a newspaper, 
maiking them up with a pencil. He, 
too, looks happy. He is laying a plan 
of campaign that will bring him a 
fortune. 


These "disturbed patients" are the 


worst In the institution. 


Insanity, even of the violent types, 


is often cured, and insanity is not al- 
ways hereditary. These are two facts, 
pointed out by Dr. J. C. Hassall, of 
this institution,' which are of great 
significance to many men and women, 
who stand in constant fear ol In- 
sanity. 


The work of leading foreign and 


American psychiatrists has recently 
shown that mental defect is nearly 
always hereditary. 
Judge 
Olson's 


crime laboratory in Chicago is a good 
example 
He has proved that crim- 


inals are mental defectives, that they 
often have some specific mental dis- 
ease in addition, and that they breed 
other defectives who in turn become 
criminals because they cannot make 
a living any other way. 


This important work has strength- 


ened a popular idea that insanity of 
all sorts is hereditary, and that it is 
generally incurable. 
Nearly every- 


one knows some man or woman who 
lives in constant and often morbid 
fear of madmess, because of some 
taint of insanity m his or her heredity. 


As a mater of fact, most of u;s could 


probably discover such a tamt in our 
ancestry if we could trace it back far 
enough. And it is true that any of us 
might inherit some condition of thj 
btam which would make us liable to 
insanity 
But one's heredity 
is not 


a thing to worry about. Life Is full 
of gi eater dangers Nor in the opinion

of Dr Hassall, should the Individual 
who has a psychopathic heredity, but 
is himself normal, hesitate to marry. 
Even those who have been Insane and 
who have recovered, he thinks, have a 
perfect right to marry. 


In support of the fact that many 


insane persons recover, Dr Hassall 
cites the fact that about thirty per 
cent, of those who enter St Eliza- 
beth's hospital are discharged as 
cured. Out of 855 patients admitted 
one year, 245 were discharged as 
cured, and 105, after a short time, 
were discharged as not having been 
really insane at all 


These patients who were cured, it 


should be understood, were not men- 
tally defective. Before they became 
afflicted with mental disease, they 
were persons of at least average 
mental capacity. It Is very necessary 
to distinguish between mental defect 
and insanity. A mentally defective 
person may be an idiot or an imbecile, 
or he may be one who, at the age of 
twenty, has, for example, only the 
intelligence of a. boy of fourteen. Such 
an individual cannot be made normal 
and his children are almost sure to 
be mentally defective. 


Here is a typical case of a man 


who recovered from insanity. A law- 


yer by profession, who has served in 
the army, he came to the hospital 
showing- "all the classical text-book 
symptoms of dementia praecox," as 
one of the physicians put it. 
Hs 


fought wildly at all who tried to ap- 
proach him, lay for days at a time 
with his eyes closed and had to be 
fed through a tub*» 
Yet in a few 


months he became 
normal under 


careful treatment. He was examined 
and discharged 
For four years now 


he has been practicing law 
Not long 


ago he won the love of a woman and 
asked her to marry him 
He did not 


conceal his history. He told her that 
he had been committed to an asylum 
as hopeless insane 


The woman, being a practical per- 


son, 
came to Washington and con- 


sulted the physician who had cared 
for her lover 
The physician told her 


to go ahead and marry him 
He said 


there was no more chance that this 
man would go crazy than any other, 
and that he had as good chance of 
begetting sound and healthy children 
This man Is now successful both in 
his domestic and social life and in 
his profession. 
While science 
in making good 


progress in diagnosing insanity, in 
caring for insane patients, and 
In 
sympathetic understanding of them, 
it has made little progress toward 
discovering the basic causes of men- 
tal disease. Thus it is f, moot ques- 
tion whether most forms of insanity 
are due to actual physical derange- 
ment of the brain and nervous system, 
or other parts of the body, or whether 
they ar« purely psychical in their na- 
ture. A case of dementia praecox 
often shows certain marked physical 
symptoms, such as impaired circula- 
tion. But It is hard to tell whether 
these physical conditions are the 
cause or an effect. 
Some psychia- 
trists believe that this disease Is due 
to an actual physical lesion or weak- 
ness in the brain. Others belfcfve that 
the brain does not undergo any phy- 
sical change. 


Thus science lacks a thorough 


knowledge of the physiology of psy- 
chopathic conditions, and in treating 
them It can proceed only by trial and 
error until mor« thorough knowledge 
is obtained. 


Meantime, the important thing, ac- 


cording to the scientists, is to pro- 
vide proper refuge both for mental 
defectives and for persons suffering 
from mental disease. Tha defectives 
should be permanently isolated, sc 
that they may not commit crime and 
breed. 
The insane must be given 


comfortable homes, where they can 
recover If possible, and where other- 
wise they can live In comfort and do 
no harm. 


Neither of these things fs being 


regularly or extensively done in the 
United States. ' No state has yet made 
provision 
for isolating 
defectives. 


Many of the states have no first-class 
insane asylum. Thousands of patients 
are in private asylums, and the ex- 
perts say that there are not more 
than three private asylums in the 
United States which are really quali- 
fied to care for insane patients of all 
classes. In some parts of the United 
States insane persons are still con- 
fined in workhouses and jails. 


And the care of these persons is a 
matter of ever-increasing importance 
because the strain of life is always 
becoming greater. Life in a modern 
American city today is far more 
strenuous and difficult than was life 
in the rural towns which passed for 
cities In this country before the civil 
war. 
Competition is harder, there is 


more noise, more speed, more mental 
stimulants such as music, the stage 
and social diversion. Both the spurs 
and the resistance of life have been 
multiplied. 
The human animal is 


driven harder and he travels a more 
difficult and dangerous road than ever 
before. 


Men who might have passed for 


sane and lived harmless and even 
moderately Useful lives a hundred 
years ago, now crack under the strain. 
There are no statistics which may 
be relied upon as to the increase of 
insanity, but the scientists believe 
that it is increasing because the en- 


vironmental conditions that bring It 
out are increasing. 


During the war a man came to 


Washington from somewhere in the 
Allegheny mountains 
He said that 


he wac Jesus Christ, and that he had 
come to tell the president how to stop 
the war 
It must be said for him 


that he looked the part 
H* had the 


lorg hair and the beard that C'inst 
wears in most of His pictures and he 
hart t-ven much the same features, and 
tlie same expression with whicn most 
artists have endowed Christ He was 
meek and lowly and obeyed literally 
the injunction 
to turn 
the otnet 


cheek when anyone hit him 


This man was middle-aged and had 


lived most of his life in some remote 
moui.tam community where he had 
apparently nourished his Illusion that 
he was. Christ without bothering any- 
one or being bothered. But ho-y 'ong 
wculd he have lasted In a modern 
city'1 
He probably could not havt 


made a living, anj he would soon have 
been driven literally mad by ridicule 
He was put in St. Elizabeth's where 
he went on being Christ in peace and 
to his own satisfaction. 


This asylum has had patients who 


belinved they wbre Christ and who 
got over the illusion and were dis- 
charged as cured, but such a delusion 
is generally incurable " 


In the workshop at the asylum there 


Is a short, rather good-looking chap 
with a black beard and moustache 
who Is an 
expert brush maker. 


Here he spends all his time indus- 
triously making brushes. It is against 
the law to sell these brashes, and 
only a few can be used in the insti- 
tution. 
Hence this man Is simply 


accumulating brushes all about him. 
He has hair brushes, hat brushes, 
clothes brushes, scrubbing brushes, 
and every other kind of brush, fancy 
and plain, piled up about him in ever- 
growing mountains. He Is very skill- 
ful at his work and seems to enjoy it. 
But he is peevish, like a spoiled child. 
He seems to believe that he Is the 
victim of a conspiracy on the part of 
the government to get brushes for 
nothing. 


If this man went into the city and 
set himself up in business, say the 
experts, he could not get along. He 
would be quarrelsome, unstable and 
possibly dangerous. But it is con- 
ceivable that he might get along In 
some 
little 
country community, 


where his peculiarities were under- 
stood and humored. There are such 
men in most country communities. 
Thus it all comes back to the fact 
that insanity Is nothing more than a 


failure to make a successful 
ment to environment 
And our civil- 
lied environment is becoming hardei 
to adjust oneself to every day. Thai 
is why the insane present a problem 
of growing importance.
